Senator W alsh told the wit­ 
ness that C. W. Barron, of Boston, had 
said that* Brandeis was one of ‘hose 
employed to help wreck the New Eng­ 
land railroad.

He proceeded to describe the 
New England road as a competitor of 
the New Haven, between Boston and 
New York. 
“ Shortly before the spring of 1892,” 
he said, “ the New Haven began to har- 
rass the New England, which ran part 
way to New Y'ork over the New Ha­ 
ven's tracks. 
The New Haven first 
refused to advance freight 
for 
the 
New England and this seriously inter­ 
fered with its trains. 
There was an 
indication that it was the purpose of 
the New Haven to destroy the New 
England. 
In the spring of 1892, Mr. Brandeis 
brought a series of suits against the 
New England railroad in Massachu­ 
setts, Connecticut and Rhode Island. 
He was acting, presumably, for N. F. 
Goldsmith, a Boston

and a number of small New England 
stockholders.

The paper was an affidavit, copies 
of which had been

Man on ie officers here, in which Ken­ 
nedy told the ‘story of a life ruined 
financially, and accused his former 
associate in the dental business of 
failure to pay a $2,500 debt and of 
withholding other funds, which Dr. 
K ennedy said "were due him. 
The 
affidavit asked that Johnson be ex­ 
pelled from the Masonic order be­ 
cause of the alleged wrongs to Ken­ 
nedy. 
This morning Johnson was in the 
city hospital, hovering between life 
and death, his face and body terribly 
slashed and a wound through both 
hips and the groin made by a steel 
jacketed bullet. 
Kennedy, also cut

Parcel Post A ctivities of Postmaster 
Johnson Attracts Attention. 


Through the medium of the parcel 


post exhibit made 
at 
the 
Missouri 
state fair under the direction of Post­ 
master E. E. Johnston, and w ith sanc­ 
tion from the postoffice department at 
Washington, I). C., Sedalia is winning 
wide publicity. 
The current issue of the Missouri 
Ruralist has a large photographic re­ 
production of the exhibition, together 
with the following comment: 
Parcel post business at the Sedalia 
office has increased IOO per cent in 
the last two years. 
Postm aster John­ 
son believes that this increase in bus­ 
iness is largely due to educational ex­ 
hibits put on at the Missouri state I 
fair in 1914 and 1915. 
Mr. Johnson 
had an attractive booth in which more 
than 500 articles mailable by parcel 
post were displayed. 
From a spool of 
thread, up to a bale of shingles, a 50- 
pound sack of flour and a motor car 
tire, the visitor was shown the possi­ 
bilities of sending goods 
by 
mail. 
Competent persons were 
in 
charge 
and visitors were instructed 
in 
the 
wrapping and mailing of parcels. 
In 
addition 20,000 circulars were handed 
out during fair week last year. These 
circulars showed how' to prepare ar­ 
ticles for mailing and 
gave 
zones, 
weights and cost for postage. 
In the 
exhibit more than IOO containers suit­ 
able for mailing farm and dairy pro­ 
ducts 
were 
displayed. 
Postm aster 
Johnson estim ates the number of per­ 
sons who visited his booth at 75,000. 
And most of them wrere farm folks 
who went away with a greater appre­ 
ciation of the helpfulness 
of 
Uncle 
Sam. 
Making a display 
isn’t

thing done by this enterprising Mis­ 
souri postmaster. 
Postm aster John­

P ettis county were selected for that 
station. 
It was formally opened on 
August 1st of that year and has been 
in continuous operation

m any thousands of U ncle Sam ’s dol­ 
lars, and, through its instrum entality 
has saved for the farmers 
of 
this 
country possibly a quarter of a m il­ 
lion dollars worth of hogs. 
Dr. Graham expressed his pleasure 
over this opportunity to m eet and be­ 
com e acquainted with citizens of this 
city. 
In explanation of the purposes 
and work of his department, he stated 
that primarily it is intended to dem ­ 
onstrate to farm ers that hog colera 
can be controlled that it is a very 
contagious discase and its prevention 
and suppression depend considerably 
upon proper m ethods of sanitation— 
in other words, to show them howf 
and the n ecessity of their being self 
reliant in dealing w ith the ailment, 
because the station was not intended 
to be a permanent fixture here, and 
its agency is educational. 
Dr. Graham stated that at the start 
they practiced the “Serum alone” m e­ 
thods of treatm ent, but that the po­ 
tency w as not strong enough to afford 
desired protection.

1st, 
1915, the “serum-virsus,” or 
what 
is 
known as the “sum utaneous” treat­ 
ment has been used and their exper­ 
ience w'lth the latter m ethod 
is

being allow'ed to run in the middle of 
tile road it will prevent more damage 
Ilian can be repaired in a whole day 
with a team of horses and a scraper 
next summer, and the roads will be 
passable much sooner than 
will 
be 
otherwise. 
This being campaign year I am re­ 
minded of what was said to me in 
Jefferson City a year or twro ago. 
I 
was passing through one of the hall­ 
ways and saw a 
gentleman 
sitting 
there who looked like he was being 
paid to answer questions, so I asked 
him where the highway 
department 
was. 
He answered 
me 
by 
saying, 
‘‘You want to go to the good roads 
department, 
do 
you, 
boss? 
Dat’s 
right; good roads are

some folks likes to travel on them, 
and some likes to ride into office on 
them.”

F. VV. Faurot, 
of the agricultural 
extension service, gives t lie following 
directions for pruning apple trees: 
“Avoid the practice of cutting off 
all the branches easily reached from

feather duster. 
Begin at the top and 
thin 
out the 
branches which shade the center of 
the tree too much. 
If 
the tops are 
too high, lower them moderately and

The bulletin of regulations for the 
period issued by Bishop Lillis follows: 
“1. All days in Lent, Sundays ex­ 
cepted, are days of fast and abstinence 
on which the faithful are allowed but 
one meal, w'hich is not to be taken 
until after mid day, with a collation in 
the evening of about one-fourth of an 
usual meal, and in the morning a cup 
of tea or coffee. 
“2. The faithful exempt from fasting 
are: The aged of sixty years and over, 
the infirm, the sick, the convalescent, 
those engaged in manual labor or la- 


attention having been called the faith­ 
ful may be prepared to contribute ade­ 
quately to those most

poses. 
“8. The collection on Easter Sun­ 
day for seminary purposes is of the 
utmost importance, because there is,

“9. The reverend pastors are urged 
to have special lenten exercises in 
their respective churches, to read a 
chapter of the New Testament every 
day for the people assisting at the 
morning mass and to give instructions 
or sermons suitable to the holy sea­ 
son on Wednesday and Sunday even­ 
ing.

Columbia, Mo., Feb. 14.—A circular 
on how' to bake bread has been issued 
by Miss Addie D. Root, of the Mis­ 
souri College of Agriculture. Here is 
her formula: 


“The first essentials are perfectly 
clean vessels and good strong yeast, 
tested to see that it is not too old. 
Yeast contains 
little 
plants 
which 
grow and give off gas, thus causing 
the bread to rise. 
In old yeast most 
of these plants are dead, so it is best 
to see whether it is live enough to 
form bubbles or foam in a few minutes 
after yeast has been added to sugar 
and luke-w’arm water. 
“In mixing the dough if the flour is 
added gradually and thoroughly beaten 
into the liquid it will carry in enough 
air to make the yeast plants grow, for 
air is almost as necessary to them as 
it is to animals. If the dough is made 
too stiff, harsh, dry, 
crumbly 
bread 
will result, so as little flour as possi­ 
ble should be used, but enough must 
be used so the dough 
will 
not 
be 
sticky. 
“In kneading use* a 
quick, 
even 
stroke and be sure that 
the 
yeast 
plants reach every part of the bread 
in order that it may have an even 
texture . Never knead 
bread 
more 
than thirty minutes, as too long knead­ 
ing will destroy the elasticity of the 
dough. 
After fifteen or twenty min­ 
utes 
the 
surface 
will 
usually 
be 
smooth and velvety and gas bubbles 
will begin to appear, indicating that 
kneading has been 
continued 
long 
enough. 
“Set the bread to rise in a clean 
bowl covered tightly. 
If the tempera­ 
ture is kept between 80 and 95 de­

In a letter to the 
secretary of state of Ohio, the presi­ 
dent stated that he wras unwilling to 
enter a contest for the nomination, 
but was ready to permit the use of 
his name in the coming primary, in 
order that the democrats 
of 
Ohio 
might make known their preference. 
The president gave his position in 
order to comply with the Ohio primary 
law which requires 
candidates 
for 
delegates to the convention to make 
known their first and second choices 
before February 15, and that the can­ 
didates have the consent of those seek­ 
ing the nomination to use their names. 
The president today wrote Charles 
Q. Hilderbrandt, secretary of state of 
Ohio, as follows: 
“I am enclosing to 
you a letter, the occasion of which I 
might say is quite obvious. Friends in 
Ohio have called my attention to Sec­ 
tion 4954 of the general code of Ohio 
as amended in 1914, with regard to 
primary elections and requested that 
I indicate my willingness to have my 
name used. 
I accordingly take the 
liberty of sending you the enclosed 
letter.” 
The letter the 
president enclosed 
wras as follows: 
“While I am unwilling to enter the 
race for the nomination of the demo­ 
cratic party, I am willing to permit the 
use of my name, that the democrats 
of Ohio may make knowrn their prefer­ 
ence. 
In order, therefore, to satisfy 
the technical requirements 
of 
the 
laws of the state of Ohio, I hereby 
consent to the use of my name as a 
candidate for president, by any can­ 
didate who seeks to be a delegate to 
the democratic 
national 
convention 
which will be held in June, 1916.”

today.

House this morning without comment.

Russian Strategy Won Erzerum 
Petrograd, Feb. 18.—The fall of Er­ 
zerum, the most 
important 
Turkish 
stronghold in Asia Minor, and for a 
long time considered impregnable, of­ 
fers the spectacle of a first-class for­ 
tress, built upon a hill, one mile above 
sea level, yielding to a bayonet attack 
after only thirty-six hours attacking. 
The operations were conducted un­ 
der most severe weather conditions, 
the snow being deep and the thermom­ 
eter registering more than thirty de­ 
grees below' zero. The Turkish army 
defending Erzerum, taken by surprise 
under the methods adopted

Most of the conferences have been 
I ‘-ought by the leaders of the opposi­ 
tion, or liberal party, which is sup­ 
porting Dr. Rodolfo Chian 
for 
the 
presidency. 
It is understood that the 
opposition leaders 
favor 
American 
election supervision, or intervention, 
as it is universal called in Panama. 
They express the belief that fair and 
impartial elections cannot be held in 
the republic without the aid of the 
United States. 
A similar reason, it 
is said, brought about American sup­ 
ervision in both 1908 and 1912, when 
army officers and civilian canal em­ 
ployes were sent into the interior rn 
take charge of the jelling places ani 
preserve order on election day. 
Thus far the only expression that 
has come from the liber;. 1-republican, 
or government party, which is said to 
be behind the candidacy of Dr. Ra­ 
mon W. Valdez, is one of opposition 
to supervision. 
Dr. BeKsario Forras, 
president of the republic and leader 
of this political faction, bas let it bo 
known that he does not favor active 
interference by the American author­ 
ities. He has declared that he would 
not be party to any request for super­ 
vision and points out that interven­ 
tion can only come nfter all political

in

President Porras em­ 
phatically declares

REPRESENTATIVES ARE TO GO ABROAD 


Recent Reports of the Confusion That 
Prevails In the Government of 
Luxemburg, Attract Atten­ 
tion of People.

The Hague, Netherlands, Feb. 18.— 
It is reported that the question of 


sending 
diplomatic 
representatives 
from Luxemburg to the neutral coun­ 
tries, including America, as well as 


to the Vatican, is under consideration 
with a view to protecting the interests 
of that little 'state. 
The country has 
been under the yoke of German mili- 
taiy domination since the beginning 
of the war, when the Germans made 
their rush through Luxemburg into 
France, and although no immediate 
relief from the conditions which now 
handicap the state's independence is 
possible, political leaders are all in­ 
spired with the 
determination 
that 
Luxemburg shall be maintained as an 
independent and neutral state after 
ihe war. 
Recent reports of 
the 
confusion I 
that prevails in the 
government 
of 
Luxemburg have attracted consider­ 
able attention among the Dutch peo­ 
ple, for it was only in 1890 that the 
severance of that state 
from 
tho 
Netherlands 
was 
accomplished. 
It 
was only when King William III, of 
Orange, died without male issue that 
the Nassau branch of tho family ob­ 
tained rule there, its present repre­ 
sentative being the 
twenty-two-year 
old Grand 
Duchess 
Marie-Adelaide. 
She it was who strongly 
protested, 
but. vainly, against the German occu­ 
pation in August, 1914, and who has 
in the latest poltical crisis at least 
shown that she has a will and person­ 
ality of her own. 
The grand duchy is necessarily suf­ 
fering under the same economic pres­ 
sure that is the experience of Ger­ 
many, and is less prepared to meet 
it. 
Consequently it has 
been 
the 
food 
question 
around 
which 
the 
political drama 
of 
the 
past 
few 
months has been turning. 
Ministries 
have succeeded ministries with great 
rapidity, the government 
being 
in 
continual conflict with the Bloc par­ 
ties of the left, who charged the min­ 
istry, headed bv Dr. 
Lotitsch, 
with 
having violated the political freedom 
of the country. 
The Lout scil cabinet 
professed the desire to direct affairs 
in a business way, without reference 
to party differences, but the liberal 
and socialist leaders made 
it 
clear 
that their majority would fiercely op­ 
pose Dr. Lout soh—(the latter’s resig­ 
nation has just been forced, accord* 
mg to cable advices)—and demand j 
that the will of the people “and not I 
that of the grand duchess, should be 
• he supreme law of the land.” 
Tumults repeatedly occurred, the] 
parties of the left accusing the cab­ 
inet of having mininformed the grand 
duchess concerning the views of the 
majority.

things 
went, so far that a liberal deputy nam­ 
ed Miller rushed at Minister Loutsch 
and boxed his ears for what he re­ 
garded as a personal 
insult, 
other 
deputies having to separate the com­ 
batants.

chamber, but this achieved nothing, 
for at the elections the party of the 
right only secured twenty-five seats,

Paris, Fob. 18.—The number of men 
and women in the city of Paris thrown 


out of employment by the war has 


diminished from 257,435 
during 
tho 
battle of the Marne 
in 
September 


1914, to 79,447 in December, 1915, ac­ 


cording to official 
figures, 
gathered 
from 
the 
number 
of “unemployed 
cards” issued to workmen and work­ 
ing women to entitle them to receive 
the allowance to the unemployed made 
by the city. 
The 
decreasing 
number 
of 
idle 
workmen is evidence of the revival of 
nearly every Parisian Industry. 
The 
most important of all, the textile and 
clothing trade in which there were 
44,333 unemployed March I, has now 
only 29,963 persons out of work, of 
whom 28,569 are women. 
“Unemployed” cards were issued to 
about 10,000 men and women practic­ 
ing “liberal professions.” 
The num­ 
ber was reduced only 
to 
9,347 
in 
March and 9,317 in December, show­ 
ing that the situation of the mechanic, 
the sewing girl and the common la­ 
borer is better in comparison than ac­ 
tors out of engagements, artists with­ 
out customers, etc. 
House servants are the worst off. 
Of about 40,000 idle at the beginning 
of the year, only 15,000 
have found 
places. This is attributed to measures 
of economy in some Parisian families, 
the breaking up of others and to tile 
fact that many families have left the 
city for their country homes for the 
duration of the war. 
The building trades have come back 
nearly 
to 
normal 
conditions, since 
there are only about 2,437 men of those 
trades idle; it is about the normal 
ii'-Lure in times of peace. 
Women so largely employed in lux 
urv industries were the most affected 
by the war, hut they are rapidly find 
ing new occupations. 
“I am taking the place of my hus­ 
band, who is fighting in tile Argonne,’ 
said a woman street car conductor. 
“Before the war I was a seamstress in 
a 
big 
dressmaking 
establishment.’ 
There are now 
630 
women 
taking 
men’s places on that line, enabling the 
company to double the service of the 
lines in operation last spring. 
The 
subways have given places to about 
1,500 women. 
Like the tramway con 
ductors, they wear a jaunty fatigue 
cap that gives them a military ail 
that every one accepts as quite appro 
priate; they are doing their share. 
The Paris commission houses lost 
48,570 men by the mobilization and 
took on 27,400 women, mostly wives, 
sisters ar cousins of their mobilized 
employes. 
Ten 
thousand 
women 
found places in the Paris postoffices 
which have lost 20,000 men by the mo 
bilization . The six railway companies 
centering in Paris gave places to about 
7,000 women, while 2,500 were taken 
into the principal banks. 
The number of women employed in 
the national 
tobacco 
factories 
has 
doubled, while no less than 150,000 
women 
are 
employed 
in 
different 
branches of the 
military 
equipment 
and 
munitions 
industries. 
In 
the 
handling of machine tools they soon 
become quite as expert as men and on 
fine work have a lighter and surei 
hand. 
Their wages are in most eases about 
8 cents an hour, though in some fac 
tories, working by the 
piece, 
the\ 
earn as high as 12 francs ($2.40) a 
day.

great military camp near Honan-fu, 
the capital of

native province, 
Honan, which

mies much apprehension. 
Charges are made that he is devel- 
! oping this great fortified camp as a 
means of strengthening his hold upon 
the monarchy, and desires to have it 
as a place of refuge, after the fash­ 
ion of the medieval Chinese emper­ 
ors. 
The great 
camp 
is 
three miles 
[southwest of the 
city 
of Honan-fu, 
and located near the river. It covers 
two square miles of land. Two thou­ 
sand men are at work erecting walls 
and buildings in preparation for the 
accommodation of soldiers. The work 
has continued now 
for 
five months, 
but is only about one-fifth completed. 
Army officials have stated that the 
new camp will shelter ten thousand 
troops, but newspapers out 
of sym­ 
pathy with the 
administration 
say 
the camp is to accommodate thirty 
thousand men. 
The barracks are arranged 
with 
streets thirty feet wide, and at inter­ 
vals there 
are 
kitchens 
and store 
houses. Open spaces are left in vari­ 
ous parts of 
the 
camp 
in 
which 
groups of five 
hundred 
men may 
drill. In addition, there 
is 
a 
great 
drill 
ground 
provided 
for 
larger 
units. 
Honan-fu is a strategic position of 
great importance. It is located on the 
Lo river, in the most important pass 
affording

tween the east and west. It is con­ 
nected by rail with the line between 
Hankow and

for the east and west. 
Consequently Honan-fu will be the

invasion of a Swedish athletic team 


for a series of international track and 
field m eets eventuates, as appears 
likely, the contests in this country 
will in all probability be held under 
the rules of the International Amateur 
Athletic Federation. 
At 
the 
initial 
m eeting of this body, held at Lyons, 
France, June 10-12, 1914, both Sw’eden 
and Hie United States athletic asso­ 
ciations w*ere prom inent in the forma­ 
tion of the federation ami the drawing 
up of the rules. 
One of the objects 
given much consideration 
was 
tho 
standardizing of athletics in all parts 
of the w’orld and the establishing of 
a standard set of events and record 
tables. 
At that meeting, to which the late 
Jam es E. Sullivan was the 
leading 
American delegate, the list of recog­ 
nized world’s records was 
prepared 
and a tentative program for the 1916 
Olympic games promulgated. 
All the 
running events were placed under the 
m etric system of m easurem ent and 
until the w ar caused a halt in athle­ 
tic competition, 
all 
the 
European 
countries 
conducted 
Their 
annual 
championship 
m eets in 
accordance 
with these rules. 
At 
the 
Swedish 
championships, held at Gafle, August 
29, 1915, twenty-one 
events 
were 
scheduled, every one of which was 
conducted under the I. A. A. F. rules. 
For this reason an accurate event- 
bv event comparison of the w’ork of 
the Swedish and American winners 
last season is very difficult, since it 
Involves recourse to m atham atics and 
much figuring to ascertain the ap­ 
proxim ate time of a 
hundred 
yard 
runner as compared to the w inner of 
a hundred m eter 
sprint. 
Since 
a 
m eter is 3.27 inches more than one 
yard, the I. A. A. F. or m etric system 
sprinter m r s 109 1-12 yards against 
the IOO yards flat of the American 
dash athlete.

H jertberg, 
the 
Swedish Olympic trainer, who is in­ 
directly responsible for the propose-I 
international meets, was able to give 
a list of his hest entrants in the var­ 
ious events, but declined to attem pt 
to figure out their time or ability un­ 
der tho American standards. 
For the sprints Sweden has Smed- 
m ark and Ottar.der, both of whom are 
good for eleven seconds in the hun­ 
dred metres. 
This is but one-fifth of 
a second slower than Craig’s time, 
when the American w’on 
a 
similar 
event in T h o Olympic games at Stock­ 
holm in 1912. 
Scandell can do 50 4-5 
seconds in the 400 meter, and Melen 
1.58 in the 800. 
Zander is good for 
15.10 in the 5,000 and Ohman 32.20 in 
the 10,000 m eter races. 
Zerling has 
won the HO m eter high hurdle race 
in 15 3-5 seconds. 
In the

events 
Sjoberg 
has 
cleared 6 feet 2 inches in the high 
jump: A berg 23 feet, 4 inches in the 
broad jump, and Sahlin 48 feet in the 
hop, step and jump.
